Cleanliness Helps to Pre- 
vent Troublesome Trench 


Mouth 


RENCH mouth has probably 
been in existence for a long 
: time, but it was not called to our 
attention’ until it became epi- 
demic among the soldiers of the 
World War. 
SPU seri:  Aict 
proved to be 
the source of 
much suffer- 
ing and dis- 
ability. Ap- 
parently the 
SeOU a 1e0F 4S 
brought it 
home with 
them and it 
has become 
a very com- 
mon disease 
Ml since. It is 
’ undoubtedly 
conta gious 
and is carried 
by direct contact, possibly by 
kissing but more frequently by 
use of common drinking cups 
and cooking utensils. Trench 
mouth is a disease of the ton- 
sillar area and the tissues about 
the teeth and floor of mouth. It 
attacks particularly the angle of 
the lower jaw but is not so com- 
mon on the tongue, lips and 
cheeks.

T STARTS as a sinell red area 
or areas which break down 
and become grayish sloughing 
patches and finally these patches 
ulcerate and are covered with a 
yellowish gray membrane. This 
is easily removed and leaves a 
bleeding surface, which soon be- 
comes covered over again. These 
ulcerated areas are very painful 
and ‘interfere greatly with chew- 
ing and swallowing. The breath 
is very foul and the whole mouth 
feels very hot. 
e ¥* * 
HE patient with a severe in- 
fection will have some fever 
and general ill feeling, with 
swelling of the glands of neck 
and throat. Appctite is lost be- 
cause of the disagreeable taste 
and smell of these broken tissues. 
The cause of trench mouth is a 
Spirillum which cen be easily 
found under the microscope. 
Other mucous membranes of the 
body may be affected. Its great 
prevalence in the armies in 
Europe during thé late war was 
probably due to the very unsan- 
itary conditions in the trenches, 
the use of common drinking and 
eating utensils without oppor- 
tunity for cleanliness and the de- 
pleted condition of the soldiers, 
due to overwork and exposure. 


HERE are a few very good 
remedies for the trouble and 
a little attention for a week or 
two usually cures, but does not 
prevent its recurrence. Perborate 
of Soda is probably the most suc- 
cessful drug used. A thin paste 
can be made of the pure drug in 
water and spread over the teeth, 
gums and diseased surfaces. The 
paste can be allowed to remain 
on for Ave minutes. It foams 
freely due to the liberation of 
oxygen. After it has remained in 
the mouth for, five minutes, it 
should be rinsed out with warm 
water. At first the treatment 
should be applied by a physician, 
later the patient can do it him- 
self. This paste should not be 
used more than once a day, but 
a gargle can be made of two 
. \teaspoonfuls of sodium perborate 
a aZlass of water and used 
tnhec or four times a day. 
EROXIDE of hydrogen may 
be used freely and then 
washed out with warm water. In 
somie cases you have to follow 
this treatment with either a 
paste -or -solution of- arsphena- 
mine, using dental floss saturat- 
ed with the solution to get it be- 
tween the. teeth and allowing it 
to remain in contact with the 
gum for 10 or 15 minutes. A 10 
per cent. solution. in gl} cerine 
makes a good and ovlessant 
mouth’ wash: Reasoner apd Gili 
have demonstrated that zolutions 
of ordinary toilet soaps or pure 
Soaps prepared in the laboratory, 
when added to dentrifices cive a 
large ~ measure ~ of protection 
against. the infection. Avoid 
public drinking cups and keep 
the mouth clean.

Tasty Dishes for Today 
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HOT PANGAKES 
ON COLD GAYS 


By JUDITH WILSON 

iw MIGHT surprise you to learn 

that pancakes are not exclu- 
sively American. They are known 
the world over, but in other 
countries they take the form of 
thin, delicately browned litble 
cakes, spread with a sweet—oc- 
casionally soaked in a fine liquor 
—and served as an elaborate 
dessert. Germany is an excep- 
tion—there the pancake is al- 
most substantial enough to serve 
as a meal in itself. It is usually 
served with meat and a gener- 
ous salad. 

In America alone the pancake 
serves as a popular breakfast 
treat. For families who enjoy a 
good sweet with their morning 
coffee, try adapting the Swedish 


dessert cakes to suit your pur- 


pose. Here is the recipe: 
Swedish Dessert Cakes 


Beat three egzs well, first the 
whites alone; than the yolks and 
beat in four cups of milk, two 
cups of flour, one tablespoon 
sugar and one-half teaspoon 
salt. The batter is very ‘thin. 
and since it must be smooth it 
is wise: to give it a good beating 
witha rotary beater. Make huge 
cakes about the size of a dinner 
Plate and bake until brown on 
both sides. as the cakes are 
done, spread them with jam and 
stack in layers, keep in a hot 
Place until all of the cakes are 
baked. Dist them with powdered 
Sugar, cut in wedges and serve 
hot with lots ot steaming. un- 
sweetened coffee and curls of 
bacon or rounds of rather salty 
ham. 

The recipe above can be alter- 
ed slightly to give you a light. 
interesting breakfast cake. Add 
more flour to the batter and 
bake ‘it in greased cake pans in 
a hot oven. On the top place 
thin slices of bacon, thin slices 
of apples or well drained stewed 
plums before the cakes are put 
into the oven. Serve hot. 

Bran Griddie Cakes 

Bran griddle cakes or corn- 
meal cakes are American varie- 
ties and they are delicious when 
served with good Vermont maple 
syrup. For the bran cakes, pour 
one and three-fourth cups milk 
over one cup of whole bran. Sift 
one and one-half cups flour with 
one teaspoon salt, three tea- 
spoons baking powder, and two 
teaspoons sugar. Beat two eggs 
until light and add to the bran 
mixture, then add the flour and 
blend well. Add one tablespoon 
melted butter and bake on hot 
well greased griddle. This recipe 
makes twenty-four average size 
griddle cakes—enough for a hun- 
grr family of four or five.

pee his many and varied 

tasks, Sir Jesiah found time 
Curing his busy days to acquire 
a knowledge of short.and.
